WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, tne Palm Beach County Boara 
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County Commissioners adoptea the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
erdinance No. 89-17; 

WHEREAS, the Falm Eeacn County Board of 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Pian as provided by Cnapter 163, Fat 
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tatutes; ana 
WHEREAS, the Palm beacn County Board of County Commissioners 
Rave initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Flan in order to promote the health, satety and welfare oI tne 
public of Palm Beacn County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm beach County Local Planning Agency conauctea 
its public hearings on June 6 & 27, and July 11, 2008 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Paim Beach County Comprehensive Flan and 
made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body cf Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on July 
23, 2008 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, 
whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal 
of proposed amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for 
review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida 
Statutes; and 


WHEREAS , Palm Beach County received the Department of 


Community Affairs “Objections, Recommendations, and Comments 


Report,” dated October 7, 2008 which was the Department's written 

review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the written comments .submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments 
contained in this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on December 3, 2008 the Palm Beach County Board cf 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and te 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
pegularion AGE: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

Amendments to the text of the following Elements of the 1989 
Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance 
in Exhibit 1: 

Li. FLUA Amendment Process Update, to modify the requirements for 
Small Scale Future Land Use Atlas Amendments (SCA) regarding 
lots of record and the eligibility of lots for the SCA process 
after removal from a Planned Unit Of Development and to 
restore the waiting period for resubmittal of amendments that 
were previously denied by the Board of County Commissioners, 

A. Introduction and Administration Element; 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 
the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part cf the 1989 Palm beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections 
cf the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplisn sucn, 


and the word "ordinance" may pe changed to "Section," "article," or 


The effective Gate cf tris plan amendment shall be tne date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs cor 
hdministration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184(1)(b), Florida Statutes, whichever 
is applicable. No develcpment orders, development permits, or iana 


uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it 
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has become effective. I final order of noncompliance is issuea 
by the Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be 
made effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective 
Status, a copy of which résolution shall pe sent to tne Floriaa 
Department cf Community Affairs, Division of Community Pianning, 
Flan Processing Team. An adopted amendment whose effective date is 
aelayea by law shall be considered part of the adopted plan until 
determined to be not in compliance by final order of the 
Administration Commission. Then, it shall no longer be part of the 
adopted plan unless the local government adopts a resolution 
affirming its effectiveness in tne manner provided by law.

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EXHIBIT 1 


Introduction and Administration Element, FLUA Amendment Process Revisions 


REVISIONS: To revise and update the FLUA Amendment Process. The revisions are 
shown with the added text underlined, and the deleted text struck-out. 


Applications For Amendment 


The following conditions shall apply to any application for change in the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan: 


1. The process for Amending the Comprehensive Plan shall be guided by the provisions of 
Florida Statutes Chapter 163, the Administrative Rules implementing it and in 
accordance with the provisions herein. 

2. Amendments to the text, tables, charts, and maps shall be initiated only by the Board of 
County Commissioners or the Local Planning Agency. 

3. Applications for an amendment to the Future Land Use Atlas (FLUA) for specific parcels 
of land shall be initiated only by the owner of the parcel, the Board of County 
Commissioners, or the Local Planning Agency. 


Beginning January 1, 1999, applications for site specific amendments to increase residential 
density are required to demonstrate that the future land use designation currently on the site 
is Inappropriate. 


When an application for a future land use designation change has been denied by the Board 
of County Commissioners (BCC), the same property may not be heard for the same change 
in future land use for a period of two years unless otherwise specified by the BCC. 


The County shall allow small scale amendments (SCAs) to the County's Future Land Use 
Atlas which are exempt from the twice per year amendment round. Small scale 
amendments will be processed on a quarterly basis, with the window closing in February, 
May, August and October. Proposed small scale amendments must meet the following 
criteria (in addition to the State Statutes) in order to be processed: 


1. The parcel consists of a lot (or lots) ef reserd which do not exceed a total of 10 
acres in size (including all land necessary to support the proposed use including 
land necessary for drainage); 

The parcel is located within the Urban Service Area Boundary; 

The request is not to move the boundary of any tier; and 

The parcel is not4was-net part of an approved PUD. 
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
